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Night students pay day fees, 
get fewer services: student

Night and day CSUS students both pay the same 
fees, yet night students have fewer services available 
to them, according to a night student majoring in 
communications 

Clarke Watt said night students, 14 percent of the 
CSUS student population, have access to only two 
percent of the services provided by the Student Ser 
vices Fee (SSFj. Watt noted that the SSF represents 
70 percent of CSUS students’ fees 

Night students have limited access to university 
advisors, the registrar's office, admissions and other 
services, Watt said. If students use the services, they 
must do so during the day, when many are working 
This usually means they have to take time off work 
come in before work in the morning or use the ser 
vices during lunch hours. This practice usually 
creates heavy overloads during peak hours. Watt 
noted 

However, Tom Griffith, dean of Academic Ad 
vising, differed with Watt. He said his office ex- 
tended its hours once but not enough students 
showed up to make the extension practical

Besides the six juvenile arrests 
for bike theft, many other suspects 
have been released for lack of 
evidence Perry complained 
Police officers must have 
probable cause” to arrest a 
suspect and this usually means 
catching the thief actually stealing 
a bicycle, according to Perry

thwarted in their plans to steal a

PG&E buys about 45 percent of its natural gas from Canada, buy- 
ing from Canadian companies and using PG&E's (Canadian) sub- 
sidiaries to provide gas transmission lines 

“The Canadian government is the one that sets the price on natufal 
gas, and it's directly related to the OPEC prices in natural gaé,” 
Mulliner said ; 

PG&E buys another 40 percent of its natural gas from the Texag - 
Louisiana gas line, which is cheaper because it is interstate gas. “itis 
natural gas which has been regulated and has price controls on it,” at- 
cording to Mulliner 

Referring to the high cost of money, Mulliner said, “We are nipt 
making enough money to pay for people to invest, for the bondholders 
even to invest (or) the common stock people to invest.

“Beauty is in the eye of the 
beholder.” While some people may 
believe that a carefully curried 
athletic field is beautiful, we in En- 
vironmental Studies believe that 
the complex patterns of a working 
garden are more beautiful. Our 
reasons are partly aesthetic, partly 
ecological, partly moral 

When world - renowned 
botanist Edgar Anderson traveled 
in Mexico doing research on the 
genetic history of corn, he felt 
scandalized that Mexican Indians 
seemed to iqnore an obvious 
resource availiable for relieving 
their poverty The yards around 
their houses, Anderson thought, 
could be used for gardens, instead 
of presenting the neglected 
eyesores that seemed to prevail. It 
took him several years to realize 
that the eyesores were gardens, 
and unusually complex and 
ecologically stable gardens at that 
They didn't took like the rec- 
tangular mono - crop agriculture 
Of Anderson's American up- 
bringing because, instead of 
obliterating nature, they mimicked 
it. His eyes were not prepared to 
see what was not familiar to them 
But once he understood, he came 
to realize that the poverty of the In- 





dians was due to deeper socio - 
economic Causes, and he learned 
to praise the gardens for their high 
sophisticated 
maximization of sunlight and nut- 
rient levels and their clever, non - 


productivity, their 


chemical means of pest control 


What had seemed like dump heaps 


to him became, in his newly 
awakened vision, beautiful 
gardens 


Nearly a decade ago, the 
physicists and engineers on cam-

pus laughed at us in €En- 
vironmental Studies for our first 
Crude experiments in solar energy 
Certainly, our experiments were 
rough and homely, but the real 
laughs we got were for thinking 
that solar energy was a serious 
matter at all. Then came the oil em- 
bargo of 1973 and ali the events 
that followed from it, and now we 
see better - funded, more 
technically sophisticated solar ex- 
periments blossoming on the top 
of the engineering building and 
solar courses blooming in the 
class schedules of the engineering 
and physics departments 
Through our own studies and 

the work of thousands of others 
we are convinced that organic 
ay iculture is about to go through 
the same kind of transformation 
that the kooky notion of solar 
energy experienced in the last 
decade. The cost of petro 
chemicals. the severe problems of 
soil damage. the poisoning of the 
aimosphere, worker health 
hazards and the growing ineffec 
tiveness of chemicals on rapidly - 
adapting insect populations al! go 
together to make a very strong 
case for a safe, productive, organic 
agricuiture.

Parachutists are often told that they are crazy 
and that rational people, unless in the Army, simply 
don't leap out of mechanically sound planes for 
leisurely reasons. Truly faithful floaters 
acknowledge the absurdity of it, but defend the ac- 
tivity with appeals to the skeptic’s sense of romance 
and talk about sky jumping as “just the vehicle to 
spark your lethargic quest for the true meaning of 
life — or death." One enthusiast signed up for train- 
ing Classes because sky jumping helps to “enrich 
your experience.” 

Aspiring jumpers spend many weeks in 
laboratory conditions: attending classes, seeing 
films, jumping off chairs, and learning about less for- 
tunate jumpers. They also learn about the many 
ways chutes can maifunction, about correcting 
problems, about nearly everything except a fail - 
saie method to prevent panicking 

Amidst the jumbie of information on air velocity, 
drag. specifics or aerodynamics anid fear, was the 
Crucial Caveat that most accidents @re caused by 
mistakes made by divers. They are toid that if any- 
thing goes wrong, they can be reasonably sure they 
are at fault, and not the pilot or the chute packer 

So careful are flight companies to protect against 
injury liability that divers are required to sign release 
forms before ascending 

Ground training is the final step. Students spend 
two hours jumping into gravel and hanging in a 
MOck - up chute 

They are then issued the essentials: a jumpsuit 
fitted with boots, a helmet. and a reserve chute. One 
last safety check and practice run and then it’s off 
the wing strut 


By now in full gear and out in the 
hot sun, | feel tike a turtle being poached in 
the shell. Only five people can go up in the 
plane at a time — four students and the 
jumpmaster. At least one - fifth of the 
group is campetent. The shorter are 
crammed into the back of the plane. the 
talier positioned behind the pilot in front of 
the jump door. We have changed from tur- 
tles to sardines and are soon to be birds

With all of the build - up of a 
Hollywood premiere. the show's 
promises far exceeded the actual 
event. The music was so well 


rehearsed that there was no room 
for spontaneity. Since there was 
rarely any recognition of the 
audience, the band mighi as well 
have been rehearsing for its first 
Video Juke Box.” 

The music, written by Caron 
had interesting titles such as “Hos- 
pital Ice Boy,” “Take Back The 
Night” and “Hiding Below Zero.’ 
Drummer Jim Casseili, a CSUS 
graduate, introduced two numbers 
as “ballads’ but it was difficult to 
understand the words and discern 
that they were different from the 
‘non ~ ballads.”
